| Charge d’Affaires and proceed to 
;Manchuli and meel the Soviet re- 
i presentatives, but upon his arrival 
Hine Soviet failed to appoint repre- 

sentatives. 

The Sovet Ambassador in Ger- 
many next expressed his desire to 
open direct neyoUalions, and the 
German Government suggested the 
following formula in the form of a 
joint statement for settlement of 
the dispute. Firstly, that both 
parties be prepared to settle all out- 
standing questions, in accordance 
with the Sino Sovirt Agreement ol 
1924, particularly the C.E.R. ques- 
tion, in accordance with Article 
Nine, paragraph two, thereof, which 
says that the Soviet Government 
agrees to the redemption by the 
Chinese Goverument with Chinese 
capita! of the Chinese Eastern Rail- 

j ways as well as the appurtenant 
, properties. and the transfer to 
' China of all shures and bonds of 
! the said railway. 

‘In addition, both parties shall 
forthwith appoint plenipotentiaries 
to open negotiations. 

Acts of War Denounced 

Secondly, both shall agree to re- 
adjust the condition of the C.E.R. 
prevailing since the inception of 
the dispute, in accordance with the 
the Chinese Republic, and with 
agreements between the Soviet and 
Manchuria. Such re-adjustments 
shall be agreed at a conference: of 
plenipotentiary delegates, 

Thirdly, the Soviet may recom- 
mend a new manager and assist- 
ant manager of the C.E.R., who 
shall be appointed by the directors 
of the railway. The Soviet shall 

‘struct its nationals employed on 
the railway to observe faithfully 
Article Six of the 1924 Agreement, 
reading “The Governments of the 
two contracting parties mutually 
pledge themselves not to permit 
within their respective territories 
the existence and/or activities of 
any organisations or groups whose 
aim js to struggle by acts of 
violence against the Governments 
of elther contracting party.”

Fourthly, both parties 
forthwith relesso the prisoners ar- 
rested or detained In connection 
with the dispute.

STEAM TURBINE 


250,000 H.P. Plant Sup- 
plied to South Africa 


The steam turbine, after twenty 
years of development, became estab- 
lished at the beginning of the pre- 
sent century. The first turbo-alterna- 
tora made for South Africa were 
three 136-k.w. sets made at New- 
caatle-unon-Tyne and supplied to the 
Cape Feninsula Lighting Company, 
Cape Town, in 1901. Three 300-k.w. 
sets were supplied to the De Beers 
Consolidated Mines, Limited, for their 
Somerset West explosive works in 
1902, The author is informed that 
these six plants, installed more than 
26 years ago, ore atill in use and 
running satisfactorily. 


After these carly turbo-alterna- 
tors, many other plants came into 
use in other parts of South Africa 
for electric power generation, and 
for driving centrifugal pumps, cen- 
trifugal blowers and compressors. 
Among the many early users of

40-period plants, running 
at 1,200 r.p.m., were installed in the 
Carville power station of the New- 
castle-upon-Tyne Electrie Supply 
Company, and were followed by fur- 
ther plants of 4,000-k.w, capacity at 
the same speed. It is on record that! 
the latter often carried an overload . 
to 7,000 k.w. for long periods. 

The success of the above plants | 
ied to eight tandem-cylinder turbines, | 
designed for 6,000. kw. economical 
lond at 1,000 r.p.m. being ordered, in 
1908, for the Lots Road power sta- 
tion at Chelsea, London. The de- 
sign of these 6,000-k.w. turbines is 
of interest to South, African en- 
gineers, inasmuch as two similar tur- 
bines, designed for the same speed 
and coupled to 50 period alternators, 
were supplied in the . year 1909 to 
the Randfontein Gold Mining Estates 
Company, Witwaterarnnd. A one- 
twelfth scale model of one of these 
turbo-alternators was made for ex- | 
hibition in Brussels tn 1010, and is 
still on view in the offices of Messrs.

Witbank ia probably the cheapest 
and most efficiently operated power 
station in the world; it is worked as 
a base-load station with maximum 
joad factor, Such a station ie an 
example of the successful work done 
by the Electricity Supply Commis- 
sion, and recognition is also due to 
Victoria Falls and Transvaal Power 
Company, whose staff is responsible 
for its efficient operation.

It is nearly 
always the voice of tho office that 
you hear, seldom the voice of the 
man “Morn's guardian angel, love- 
illumined star;” “The sun’s all 
glowing car;” “Day's emblazoned 
ensign floats unfurled,” “The mul- 
titudinous heighta Glow in the 
azure;" “Streaming fielda of ice 
Glister like burnished  argent;" 
“Kobed in4immortal calm, star dia- 
demed.

ln this volume we see the human- 
hearted patriot pleading for re¢og- 
nition of the services of young un- 
known men, writing glowing testi- 
monia!s like a headmaster about his 
ataff; the fond fRusband full of 
tears pleading with his wife to take 
qreat care of her health during his 
exile, until quite suddenly and un- 
accountably he sends an abrupt de- 
mand for a basin to be put in his 
bath, the prelude to divorce; the 
scholar quoting Euripides and 
Homer to Caesar, the statesman 
giving invaluable advice at Inor- 
dinate length about government to 
his brother. The translator 
modernises the idiom of the letter- 
writer to a degree that will not 
everywhere find acceptance. “An 
owl ¢o0 Athens” may perhaps be al- 
lowed to pass as “coals to New- 
castle,” but there is less excuse for 
“IT gee what you are up to,” 
especially in the translation of the 
letters of so fastidious a stylist as 
the man who complained of the 
misuse of “fideliter” when applied 
to faithfully ministering to your 
health. 

Among the plums in this volume 
(which contain none of the letters 
to Atticus) are a glorious descrip- 
tion of the row in the Senate dur- 
ing the trial of Milo, Cicero’s inter- 
change of letters with Cato. about 
his failure to be given a triumph; 
his auperb plea with his brother to 
keep his temper; his reiterated 
principle of true government—-‘'The 
yreatest possible happiness of the 
governed.” 

Whether he is describing the 
moving of his stove from one end 
to the other of his dressing-room or 
of his affection for Caesar or his 
children, he is at all times enter- 
taining, and always very human.

In conformity with modern prac- 
tige the “Oficina Metcorologica de 
Chile” will follow strictly the rules 
laid down by the International 
Meteorological Organisation, and it 
will thus take its part as an official 
unit in the international meteoro- 
logical services, 

The Oficina M. de C. will maintain 
a regular service of publications for 
the diffusion of knowledge in the 
interior of the country itself as also 
for foreign lands. 

lt publishes a daily Bulletin of 
the Weather (Boletin del Tiempo) 
which contains the meteorological 
observations of all the different 
Stations in the country as also some 
of the Argentine Stations; likewise, 
the isobars for the day and those 
of the previous day; remarks on the 
weather in general, and forecasts. 
Every day, {ncluding Sundays and 
Festivals, it broadcasts from the 
Central Radio Station of the Navy 
(Santiago, CCS., 3,000 metres wave- 
length), two reports of meteoro- 
logical observations and general 
forecasts under the title “Meteo 
Chile” at the following hours, viz. 
16.00 and 01.30 Greenwich Mean 
Time. 

These reports which are broad- 
casted specially for the benefit of 
navigators pre Sommoeed of three 
parts: fn, 


1.—General idea of the meteoro- 
logical conditions. 

2.—An abstract of the observa- 
tions taken al the principal meteoro- 
logical stations at 12h. and at 18h. 
Greenwich Mean Time. 

3.—General forecast for the fol- 
lowing 24 hours, 

These reports can be received by 
all ships off the Chilean coasts, even 
those which are at a considerable 
distance. 

As regards international flights 
in aeroplanes, which are becoming 
more frequent and regular, the 
O.M. de C. will supply, on request, 
all the neceasary information for 
constant protection during the pro- 
posed flights. 

Tha principal newspapers of

Take 1% 
cups of rice .luur, 2 te&-spoonsful 
of goose fat, 1 cup of honey, 1-5 of 
a cup of chopped mixed nuts, 2 
yolks of eggs, pinch of salt. 

Add salt to rice flour and work 
in two tea-spoonfuls of clarified 
goose fat. Add finely chopped nuts 
and beaten-up yolks of eggs. Mix 
all together and add lastly cup of 
honey. Tf the mixture is too 
moist, add more flour. Stir 
thoroughly for ten or fifteen min- 
utes, pour into little cake pans 
which have been well oiled. Bake 
two hours in a slow oven. 

Bon-bons may also be served to 
garnish the tea. Preserved ginger 
is, of course, a favourite Chinese 
sweet. The bon-bons are eaten | 
with little tooth-picks, sometimes 
made of silver or ivory, but wooden 
ones may be substituted. Gay 
paper napking should be ysed in- 
stead of ordinary napery.

It is) probable that no device yet 
known contributes towards the safety 
of ametering as much as une which has 
just been installed at the Hillman 
works.

Every motorist appreciates the dan- 
ger of ill-adjusted brakes. This may 
not be apparent in dry weather, but 
the moment the roads become wet sud- 
den braking will cause the car to 
awerve sideways, skid ond possibly 
crash into the very person or object 
which the driver was attempting to 
avoid. 

Accurate ndjustment of brakes is not 
easy to uecomplish by hand. In fact, 
it is told of this new brake test that 
when a car the brakes of which had 
been carefully adjusted by hand wos 
placed on it, it recorded o difference 
of 100 Ibs. pressure on the two roar 
wheels! This, of course would ba 
more than enough to cause o skid with 
certain road condittons. 

All such possibilities oro prevented 
by tho now test at tho Hillman works.

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ACCIDENTS ON THE -ROAD 
CAUSES AND CURES EXPLAINED 


[By “Qwner-Driver” in “Review of Reviews”)

The statutory speed limit of 20 
m.p.h. is going. In practice it is 
already gone. Nobody who knows 
what he is talking about regrets it. 
Yet nobody denies that excessive 
speed needa to be checked The 
difficulty is to decide what is ex- 
cessive speed at given times and in 
given circumstances. There is no 
hard-and-fast rule. It is a matter 
to be determined by the relation of 
a vehicle to other vehicles, to the 
width and condition of the roadway 
that happens to be free, to the num- 
ber and position of pedestrians and 
pedal cyclists. and to the braking 
power and capacity for acceleration 
of a vehicle itself. These things 
only skilled and careful drivers can 
judge. 

The Main Issue 

This leads to the main issue—in- 
competent or careless driving; and 
this issue, in its turn, leads to the 
subject of drivers’ licences. The 
present system of Jicensing all ap- 
plicants indiscriminately is un- 
doubtedly wrong. At the same 
time very little good might be done 
by instituting stereotyped tests of 
ability to drive before a licence 
were granted. A povice might pass 
his or her tests and still be a 
danger on the road—all the more 
dangerous, in fact, because he or 
she would have been rendered over- 
confident by being officfally hatl- 
marked as competent. 

Jnitial competence, coupled with 
responsibility. is Indeed wanted. 
To my mind the best plan would 
be to issue no driver's licence un- 
jess the applicant could produce a 
certificate from a registered profes- 
sional teacher to the effect that he 
or she had been properly taught 
and had gained experience of actual 
road conditions under the teacher's 
persona) supervision. There are

Another 
ia that errand boys, and pedal 
cyclists in general, should be made 
to understand that in riding 
abreast they may be impeding 
traffic and courting danger: and a 
third lesson is that motor-car 
drivers need at all moments to have 
their vehicles under complete con- 
trol. 

It may be argued that, in the case 
| have mentioned, an accident was 
avoided because I kept a sharp look 
out and was prudent; and that most 
if not all accidents would be avoid- 
ed if drivers were likewise wide- 
awake and prudent. As a general 
rule this is true. But drivers can-

Used In Ford’s Rouge 
Plant 


Close to 190,000 pounds of special 
ateels are used daily by the Ford 
Motor Company in its Rouge plant 
in conditioning and replacing worn 
fools, dies and machine parts. 

Ford efficiency has found a way 
to beat the cost of this very costly 
process by reclaiming the expensive 
alloys from high-speed steer serap. 
As scrap it is worth $14 to $16 a 
fon and, as high-speed steel, up to 
$1 a pound, 

Fifty tons of 
run through spectal 
haves every day to reclaim the 
chromium, nickel, Vanadium, 
tungsten, cobalt and molybdenum 
thereby saving the company thou- 
sands of dollars a day, A 

The equipment of that depart- 
ment consists of one 50-ton, two 10- 
ton, one 3-ton and one L-ton electric 
furnaces. They turn out steel in 
ingot form, ranging from one-half 
to eight tons in weight. 

At times that department is call- 
ed on wo furnish special castings 
for slag pots, pouring dishes, 
locomotive frames and wheel 
centres and for other purposes.
